STOCKSBRIDGE PARK STEELS 
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Stocksbridge Park Steels were formed in 1986 from a merger of local sides Oxley 
Park Sports and Stocksbridge Works. The latter club had competed in the 
Sheffield Association League, Yorkshire League and latterly the Northern 
Counties League. They won the Yorkshire League an amazing 7 times from 1952 
to 1963, also winning the Division 2 and 3 titles twice apiece, and reached the 
final of the Sheffield & Hallamshire Senior Cup on 6 occasions, winning that 
competition twice, in both 1952 and 1964. 

When Park Steels joined Division 2 of the NCEL in 1986 they achieved a string of 
mid-table finishes before a restructure of the league placed them in Division 1 
for 1991/92, which they promptly won to gain promotion to the Premier Division. 
Although f 92/93 proved a struggle in the league they did lift the Senior Cup 
trophy when they beat Worksop Town 5-3 on aggregate over a two legged final. 
The following season they won the NCEL Premier, ahead of Thackley on 
aggregate, but were denied promotion due to issues with their Bracken Moor 
ground. Undeterred by that setback they finished 3rd the following season be¬ 
fore gaining promotion, as runners-up, in 1996 to put themselves in Division 1 of 
the NPL. That year also saw them lift the Senior Cup once again, a trophy they 
also won for a third time in 1999. 

Life at the higher level started well with an initial finish of 6th place and after a 
trio of mid-table finishes, they ended in an impressive 4th spot in the first full 
season after the turn of the century. Once again they couldn't maintain that 
level of achievement and struggled over the next few years before bouncing 
back to 6th place finishes in both 2006 & 2007. After this the NPL restructured 
and the Steels found themselves in Division 1 South, along with newly promoted 
Sheffield. During this time the two clubs dominated the Senior Cup competi¬ 
tion with Club taking wins in 2005, '06, '08 & '10 whilst Stocksbridge emerged 
victorious in '07, '09 and '11. Both sides reached the play-offs in the inaugural 
Division 1 South campaign and they met in the semi-final where Sheffield took a 
convincing 4-1 victory. Steels responded best to that disappointment though by 
once again reaching the end of season play-offs and this time defeating Carlton 
and then Belper to confirm their promotion to the higher level of the NPL. 

Following a couple of solid NPL Premier seasons they fell down the standings 
before being relegated in 2014. Back in Division 1 South they finished 17th in 
2015 but improved hugely to mount promotion challenges in the following two 
seasons, before finishes of 11th and 13th heading into the last campaign. They 
made a good start in the first half of 2019/20 and, although form had faltered 
a little, were well placed just outside the play-off spots when the Coronavirus 
outbreak caused an early end to the season. Pre-season this year was 
impressive with a strong side being built and some positive results, plus of 
course an appearance on BBC in their opening FA Cup tie, so they will certainly 
be looking to get off to a good start and challenge at the right end of the table 
once again.

He proved a key 
player in a strong start to the campaign 
and opened his scoring account with a 
hat-trick in a 4-2 September win over 
Mickleover. During the season the 33 year 
old striker scored 9 goals from 23 starts, 
the last of his strikes being a crucial one 
in a Senior Cup Semi Final win at Staveley, 
with Sheffield ending the campaign with 
a play-off Semi Final appearance and a 
Senior Cup win over old rivals Hallam at 
Hillsborough. He added 5 more appearances 
in the 2010/11 season, scoring twice more, 
to take his final Sheffield FC record to 34 
games and 11 goals before hanging up his 
boots. 

Kirk returned to Sheffield FC as Assis¬ 
tant Manager to Gavin Smith in 2018 and 
shows a constant passion and desire for 
the club both on and off the pitch, always 
demanding the best from everyone on and 
off the pitch.

Alex Wonham - Forward Al is an exciting prospect at just 17 years old, 
having had spells with Retford United and Lincoln City's Development 
teams, he joins Sheffield FC via the SFC Maltby Academy Scholarship. 
Quick off the mark, a poacher's eye and a willingness to learn makes 
him one to watch at this level and beyond. 

Jamie Yates - Midfielder Jamie is a lively, tricky winger whose former 
clubs include Rotherham United, Boston United, Gainsborough Trinity 
and Matlock Town.

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Each home game we will be looking at a member of the Club of Pioneers - the elite group of 
football clubs who were the first to introduce club football to their nation. Obviously Sheffield 
FC were the first in England, this week we look at the first club of Wales - Wrexham AFC. 

For many years it was believed and assumed the oldest club in Wales was the Druids FC from the 
small town of Cefn Mawr, seven and a bit miles from Wrexham, founded in 1872 - one year ahead 
of the birth of Wrexham AFC. 


That notion was squashed in July 2012 when 
members of the Wrexham Supporters Trust 
unearthed a newspaper clipping from 22nd 
October 1864, one that proved conclusively 
the Club had been formed nine years earlier 
than was first believed, by members of the 
Wrexham Cricket Club at the Denbigh County 
Cricket Ground (Racecourse Ground) where they 
were easily beaten by the Prince of Wales Fire 
Brigade.

Since then The Robins have become one of the 
most successful teams from the principality, 
winning the Welsh FA Cup 23 times, the FA 
Trophy once, and reaching the FA Cup three 
times. One of the highlights of their history was 
in 1975/76 season where they reached the 
Quarter Finals of the European Cup Winners 
Cup, beating Djurgardens (Sweden), Stal 
Rzeszow (Poland), before losing to eventual 
winners Anderlecht (Belgium) 2-1 on aggregate. 


Like all major Welsh teams, Wrexham have plied their trade in the England Football League, 
however in the 2007/08 season they lost their league status after finishing bottom of League 
Two, and have spent their time since then playing in the Level 5 Conference / National League. 


Last season they finished in their lowest position in their history, 19th out of 24 in the National 
League, avoiding relegation by the narrowest margins in the Covid-19 truncated season. They 
will no doubt be aiming to bounce back to their former glories as soon as they can, and will hope 
this season will be the launchpad to return the Welsh Pioneers to the Football League. 


Their home stadium is the 10,771 capacity 
Racecourse Ground (Y Cae Ras in Welsh) - the 
former Denbigh County Cricket Ground - and 
is the world's oldest international football 
stadium that still hosts international matches, 
having hosted Wales' first home international 
match in 1877, and has hosted more Wales 
international matches than any other ground.

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Early Football. 

Versions of football evolved in many early civilisations, example of these can be 
found in ancient China, Greece and Rome. In England the original games were 
played between villages in fields and streets. This 'Mob Football' involved 
hundreds of players and was little more than prolonged and violent street 
battles. In the 19th century a more refined version of the game grew in 
popularity within the public schools and universities, each playing to their own 
sets of rules. 
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The Birth of Sheffield Foot Ball Club. 

During the 1850s the enthusiasm and influence of ex-public school and 
university students spread the popularity of the game around Sheffield. In the 
summer of 1857 William Prest and Nathaniel Creswick agreed that the game 
would be a splendid candidate for organised sport during the winter months. 

The pair wrote to the Public Schools for information, regarding their varying 
rules, with the aim of drawing up a set of laws embodying the best points from 
each. On October 24th, 1857, the world's first football club was born in a 
greenhouse. 

Among the first rules drawn up were laws asserting that "no hacking or tripping 
up is fair under any circumstances", "no player may be held or pulled over" and 
"it is not lawful to take the ball off the ground [using hands]". Upon the 
formation of the Football Association in 1863, Sheffield Club's insistence on 
these laws helped lead the evolution of the game we recognise globally today. 
Heading, crossbars, corner kicks, free-kicks for fouls, throw-ins, a half-time 
change of ends and floodlit matches can all be traced to the innovators of 
Sheffield F.C. 

Early Years 

Initially early matches, such as Married men v Unmarried, were played between 
club members. Records also show games against local army sides. Following 
victory over the 58th Army Regiment in 1860 a local report stated that, "most 
of the officers were adepts at the game, having, in their younger days, played in 
the public school matches, and the victory of the civilians was quite 
unexpected." 

Following the birth of Hallam F.C., the world's first inter-club game took place 
on Boxing Day in 1860. The match "was conducted with good temper and in 
a friendly spirit", concluding in a 2-0 win for Sheffield. For several years all 
matches were played locally, against a rising number of new sides, before the 
first 'out of town' match was played in Nottinghamshire in 1865. In 1866 
Sheffield became the first non-London side to play under FA Laws when they met 
London at Battersea Park. 

The FA Cup was founded in 1871 and in its third season Sheffield became the first 
northern side to take part and the first non-London side to win a tie. They 
succeeded in reaching the quarter finals in this and two further seasons also, 
1876 and 1878, the club's support helping the FA Cup nearly treble in size and 
become a nationwide competition. 
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1872 saw the first international game, between England and Scotland in 
Glasgow, with Sheffield's Charles Clegg playing for the England side. Clegg 
would later go on to be Chairman, and President, of the FA and receive a knight¬ 
hood for his services to the game. 

From the 1880s onwards the rise of professionalism and Sheffield Club's firm 
insistence on retaining their amateur status saw them overtaken and 
overshadowed by other sides in the area. During these years the very survival 
of the club owed much to the leadership of former players Harry Chambers and 
Harry Broughton Willey. It wasn't all doom and gloom though! In fact Sheffield 
enjoyed possibly their greatest hour in 1904 when they won the Amateur Cup, 
beating Ealing 3-1 at Valley Parade, Bradford. 

YORKSHIRE LEAGUE 

1949 brought admission to the Yorkshire League and a resurgence, which saw 
the side promoted to Division 1 in their third season and reach the League Cup 
final in 1953. In 1957 they celebrated their Centenary year and reached their 
first Sheffield & Hallamshire FA Cup final in 1962. 

After a period of yo-yoing between divisions the 1977 side were crowned Divi¬ 
sion 2 Champions and reached that season's FA Vase final at Wembley. They 
established themselves as a top division side in the Yorkshire League, lifting the 
League Cup in 1978, before joining the newly founded Northern Counties East 
League in 1982. 



NORTHERN LEAGUE 

The Division 1 title was won in both 1989 and 1991 and a first Sheffield & 
Hallamshire FA Cup win came in 1994. In 2001 the club acquired a permanent 
ground, for the first time, when moving to its current home. After the turn of 
the century the side began to consistently challenge for promotion, also winning 
the League Cup and Sheffield & Hallamshire FA Cup twice apiece. The 2006/07 
season ended with a 2nd place finish and promotion to the Northern Premier 
League. 

NORTHERN PREMIER LEAGUE 

Club made an instant impact in reaching the 2008 play-off final, narrowly losing 
only on penalties. That first season also saw games against Inter Milan and Ajax 
at Bramall Lane, as part of the 150th birthday celebrations, and a few years later 
a win at Hallam's Sandygate ground to mark the same anniversary of the first 
inter-club match. Sheffield were then twice more involved in the play-offs over 
the next few seasons and lifted the Sheffield & Hallamshire FA Cup again in 2008 
and 2010. After finishing 9th in 2012/13 the side languished in the bottom half 
of the table for five years before finishing 4th and reaching the play-offs again 
last season. With thriving women's, youth, disability and futsal teams the club 
goes from strength to strength and stays true to its roots in playing for the love 
of the game.

• SCD is the leading cause of death in young 
athletes during sport and the majority of deaths 
occur with NO SYMPTOMS or family history. 

• ARVC can be found in one in every 1,000 to 
5,000 young adults - IF IT IS LOOKED FOR. 

• Warning signs may include light-headedness, 
fainting, palpitations, swollen legs, 
breathlessness. 

• Every week in the UK, 12 apparently fit and 
healthy young people (aged 35 and under) die 
from previously undiagnosed heart conditions. 

• In Italy, where screening is mandatory for all 
young people engaged in organised sport, they 
have reduced the incidence of young sudden 
cardiac death by 89%.

2. SFC excludes to the maximum extent permitted by law any liability for loss, injury or damage to 
persons/property in or around the Ground. 

3. No guarantees can be given by SFC that an Event will take place at a particular time or on a particular date and 
SFC reserves the right to reschedule the Event without notice and without any liability whatsoever. 

4. In the event of the postponement or abandonment of the Event, refunds (if any) should be claimed in 
accordance with the relevant Event organiser's ticket terms and conditions. SFC will have no other liability 
whatsoever, including (but not limited to) any indirect or consequential loss or damage, such as (but not limited 
to) loss of enjoyment or travel costs. 

5. All persons seeking entrance to the Ground acknowledge SFC's right to search any person whether outside 
or inside the Ground and to refuse entry to or eject from the Ground any person refusing to submit to such a 
search. 

6. The following articles must not be brought within the Ground - knives, fireworks, smoke canisters, air-horns, 
flares, weapons, dangerous or hazardous items, laser devices, bottles, glass vessels, cans, poles and any article 
that might be used as a weapon and/or compromise public safety. Any person in possession of such items will be 
refused entry to the Ground. 

7. The use of threatening behaviour, foul or abusive language is strictly forbidden and will result in arrest and/or 
ejection from the Ground. SFC may impose a ban from the Ground as a result. 

7.1 Racial, homophobic or discriminatory abuse, chanting or harassment is strictly forbidden and will result in 
arrest and/or ejection from the Ground. SFC may impose a ban from the Ground as a result. 

The following acts are offences under the Football (Offences) Act 1991, as amended: 

7.2.1The throwing of any object within the Ground without lawful authority or excuse. 

7.2.2 The chanting of anything of an indecent or racist nature. 

7.2.3 The entry onto the playing area or any adjacent area to which spectators are not generally admitted 
without lawful authority or excuse. 

Conviction may result in a Banning Order being made. 

8. All persons entering the Ground may only occupy the seat/area allocated to them by their ticket and must not 
move from any one part of the Ground to another without the express permission or instruction of any steward, 
officer of SFC and/or any police officer. 

9. Nobody may stand in any seating area whilst play is in progress. Persistent standing in seated areas whilst 
play is in progress is strictly forbidden and may result in ejection from the Ground. 

10. The obstruction of gangways, access ways, exits and entrances, stairways and like places is strictly 
forbidden. Nobody entering the Ground shall be permitted to climb any structures within the Ground. 

11. Smoking in No-Smoking areas is strictly forbidden. 

12. Mobile telephones and other communications devices are permitted within the Ground provided that they are 
used for personal and private use only. 

13. Under the Sporting Events (Control of Alcohol etc.) Act 1985, the following are offences for which a person 
can be arrested by a police officer and conviction could result in a Banning Order being made: 

13.1 Attempting to enter the Ground or being inside the Ground whilst drunk; 

13.2 Being in possession of any intoxicating liquor, or bottle, can or other portable container and which could 
cause damage or personal injury, when entering the Ground or in a public area of the Ground from which the 
event can be directly viewed. 

14. Any individual who has entered any part of the Ground designated for the use of any group of supporters to 
which they do not belong may be ejected from the Ground either for the purposes of their own safety or for any 
other reason. 

15. No person (other than a person who holds an appropriate licence) may bring into the Ground or use within 
the Ground any equipment which is capable of recording or transmitting (by digital or other means) any audio, 
visual or audio-visual material or any information or data in relation to the Event or the Ground. Copyright in any 
unauthorised recording or transmission is assigned (by way of present assignment of future copyright pursuant 
to section 91 of the Copyright, Designs and Patents Act 1988) to SFC. 

16. No goods (including literature) of any nature may be offered either free or for sale by any person within the 
Ground without the express written permission of SFC. 

17. Tickets are not transferable and may not be offered for sale without the prior written permission of SFC. Any 
tickets offered for sale may be confiscated by any steward, officer of SFC or any police officer. 

18. CCTV cameras are in use around and in the Ground and SFC may itself use, or pass to the police or any Event 
organiser or other relevant authority, any recordings for use in any proceedings. 

19. At all times whilst present in the Ground, persons must comply with any and all instructions of any steward 
or officer of SFC and/or any police officer. Failure to comply with any instruction may lead to immediate ejection 
from the Ground. 

20. SFC reserves absolutely the right to eject from the Ground any person failing to comply with any of the 
Ground Regulations or whose presence within the Ground is, or could, reasonably be construed as constituting a 
source of danger, nuisance or annoyance to any other person.
